Berlin, Germany.—Doctor Kaufman, 
president of the imperial insurance de- 
partment, has just given his views 
regarding the betterment of national 
and social conditions in England, 
which may be expected from the new 
insurance laws, which recently came 
into force. The president was care- 
ful to explain that he only spoke from 


j his knowledge of German conditions, 


but that he expected analogous results 
in England, 

There will be, thinks Doctor Kauf- 
Man, an enormous reduction in poor 
law expenditure, in consequence of the 
insurance laws.

U.S. MAV INTERVENE 


NOW Mi\<ING PREPARATIONS TO 
INiVADE MEXICO 


Presiden: Taft Wants Congress to 
Share the Responsibility for Inter- 
vention. —Six Dreadnoughts are in 
Mexican Waters—Ten Other Fight- 
ing Ships in Readiness. 
Washington.—President Taft and 

the cabinet are in accord that Con- 

gress shall share the responsibility 

for any intervention in Mexico. 
Conferences between the President 

and his advisors ended with the un- 


derstanding that should conditions in| 


Mexico City become so much worse 
as to demand the landing of American 
troops, Mr. Taft will lay before both 
Houses of Congress the facts in a 
epecial message. Every preliminary 
was arranged for the ac‘ion which 
might follow such a course. Thirty- 
five thousand men, of the army, navy 
and marine corps. were put in real’- 
ness for movement. The first brigade 
of the first army division just crea‘- 
ed, three thousand men in all, and 
the nucleus of an expeditionary force 
of 15,000 was put on marching orders 
ready to entrain for Newport News, 
Va., where army transports wait un- 
der steam. .

Many military officers fail to 
gee any distinction between such land- 
ing of troops on foreign soil in caso 
of anarchy, and the employment of 
marines for the same purpose, as was 
done in Nicaragua recently. 

To meet the constitutional objection 
fn case the transports were sent to 
Vera Cruz, it is understood that the 
commanding officers would be instrue- 
ted not to land troops except 
Congressional authority. 

Their presence on the coast, it is

Some Interesting Evidence Given Be- 
fore Old Age Pensions Committee 
Ottawa,.—Causes of poverty and de- 

pendency in Canada were dealt with 

in an interesting manner by Dr. W. 

R. Bruce Smith, Ontario inspector of 

public charity, giving evidence before 

the Old Age Pensions commission. 

He declared immorality as one of the 

most prolific causes of poverty and di- 

vided the reasons for people becoming 

dependent on cthers by the following 
percentages:
